Penicillin, ‘Intensively studied in 
the Lliboratory Dr. Taolnter directs, 
suececded in curbing: some Infections 
when sulfa compounds failed, Now 
the doctor and his aides are ex- 
perimenting ‘o find allicd agents of 
penielllin to block other infections.

“The development of — nutritional 
nids bas proved another factor in 
reducing the death rate," Dr, Tainter 
sald.

Berry said there was no future in 
second-rate frozen foods and | “the 
steady and orderly progress of the 
industry can‘only be assured by 
strict adherence to one guldingg pring 
ctple—quality at its best.’ 


Commercial food freezing ts a ree 
latively young industry but the pro- 
cess dates back to early history. 


In 3626, Francls Bacon caught oa 
fatal cold while seeking to preserve 
a goose by stufllng It with snow, 
Berry sald. A Iittle later, Samuct 
Pepys noted In his famaus dairy that 
thrifty burghers in Konlgsberg, Ger- 
muny, were freezing fowl to assure 
themselves of a supply of fresh meat 
through the winter, 


“The idea of freezing, fruits,” he 
wad, “appears to date from 1904, 
when the United States Bureak of 
Plant Industry froze strawberries 
and other fruits, which proved sult- 
able for ples und pastries. It is re- 
corded that as early as 1905 one 
firm froze 14 carloads of huckleber- 
ries, Real development of fruit 
freezing, however, was delayed until 
the early 1920's, and vegetable freez- 
Juez made ifs debut as lute as 1929." 


Temperature Important | 


Freezing preserves food through 
preventing microbial growth and the 
food must be kept at a temperature 
not higher than 15 degrees Fahren- 
helt. ¢ : 


A food at this temperature, Berry 
said, will not spall, but it has been 
found advisable to use: temperatures 
below zero in order to preserve more 
fully the colour and flivouf, Under 
the best conditions, frozen peas have 
been known to retain all thelr bright
